"Bloody Herrin" awoke today to the aftermath of a debauch 
of death to which it backslid yesterday after traveling for 
almost a year the path of brotherhood that led from the 
sawdust trail. 
Six bodies lay in the morgue, a few blocks from the 


tabernacle where last May and June a thousand residents 
forgot feuds and laid down arms to pray for civil peace. 
Three of the bodies were those of the faction known as anti- 
klan, while the other three were those of Ku Klux Klansmen.

Can It be that Lincoln should go baefc to el* meth- 


ods of handllnjr certain types of law vlelators. 


From September 1. 1»«. to September 1. 1925. 


Lincoln police arrested l,06« people charge* with al- 
most every known breach of society's rules. Of the** 
241 were charged with drunkenness; 4»I with speed- 
ing: »«d 1»> w«h violations of the liquor laws, to 
aay nothing of those held for robbery, theft* and many 
other minor crimes. It required 7,«0t meals to feed 
these people. 
A study of ths life of many of those convicted will 


reveal that for the most part they are young men 
who do nothing for a livelihood. They have no regu- 
lar employment and would not take It If it were 
offered to them. The idee of work Is distasteful to 
them: It is not in keeping with their outlook on life. 
•The world owes me a living and It has got to »lv« 
It to me," they aver. 


There Is a class of lawbreakers in Lincoln that la 


altogether too nur ,rous, and It is time steps be 
taken to put an end to their operations. They should 
not be allowed to lay In the lap of ease behind city, 
county or state bars, eating off the public and enjoy- 
In a good warm bed at night; no taxes to pay; not 
a care or a thought to worry them, but enjoying near- 
ly all the pleasures of the man on the outside. 


Once Lincoln had - place where prisoners "made 


little- ones of big one*." Then men hesitated before 
placing themseUes In a position to work there a 
second time. A day's work and a day's pay on tha 
outside seemed preferable. It might have a salutary 
effect If that rock pile was revived. It might be still 
better if the laws would permit turning offenders of 
certain classes over to the street department with 
Instructions that they be made to clean streets. 


There is nothing which a man will shun so quick- 


ly as humiliation, and that Is what working on a 
rock pile or cleanln- streets would be.

It cheapens law In his 


eyes and makes life less sacred to him. 


But before society will consent to do away with it. 


there must be the settled conviction that a sentence 
to life imprisonment cannot be changed at the -whim 
of a chicken-hearted governor or parole board. 


NO METROPOLITAN UTOPIA. 


Among the many Ingenious schemes which engin- 


eers, architects, and capitalists have formulated to re- 
lieve overcrowding in the great metropolitan cities 
and enable the pepole to get to and from their daily 
occupations without traveling extensive distances Is 
one evolved by a realty company in New York to 
erect skyscraper buildings which would combine liv- 
ing quarters In the upper floors with office suites be- 
low.

Uncle Sam really doesn't know how much property 
he owns and.certainly does not know how much It is 
worth, so Mr. Bloom has introduced a bill to provide 
for a bureau of property control.

become a law there will, within a year, be a complete 
record of every parcel of land owned >iy the govern- 
ment It Is said that much of this property Is of no 
value to the government and should be disposed of,

The magailno has been 
supressed in this American Athens because of an 
article on prostitution, to which the Watch and 3Vard 
society objected. Mr. Mencken, aided by Arthur Oar- 
field Hays of the Civil Liberties union, hopes to make 
of this a test case In the courts. 


Just what the content 
of this 
objectionable 


article was It Is impossible to say. But, judging from 
past reading of the Mercury, it Is. unlikely that It Is 
anything particularly corrupting. 


But the Watch and Ward society, with its usual 


holy zeal and its desire to find something to suppress, 
has fallen upon it with the ferocity of a mother eagle 
protecting her fledffllngs. 


The result, of course, will be a victory for Menck- 


en; not in the courts, perhaps, but In the light of 
public opinion. The Watch and Ward society will have 
done its bit to popularize him and to give him the 
desirable crown of martyrdom. 


This, indeed. Is the result of most efforts of over- 


zealous reformers to suppress that with which they 
do not agree.

Morn. The publishers of this alleged work of art found 
the public singularly unresponsive. They engaged a 
publicity man. whose first act was to rush to Anthony 
Comstock, that prince of reformers, and get Mr. Corn- 
stock to demand the suppression of the picture. The 
sales immediately became fabulous. 


Whether Mr. Mencken has likewise engineered a 


clever piece of publicity, it is difficult to say. 
But 


whatever the cause, the result will of course be the 
same—Mr. Mencken will be a hero and the Watch and 
Ward society more ridiculous than ever.

rectors of barberry eradication. Re- 
ports of the work for the Pafl y«" 
and plans for the future were the 
chief topics of discussion. 
• 
The reports from the directors m 


charge of the work in the states 
east of the Mississippi river and 
north of the Ohio showed clearly 
thl« barberry eradication is solving 
the stem-rust problem- 
In the states west of the M-issis- 


sippi river, the barberry eradica- 
tion campaign is also having its ef- 
fect. This appears evident from tl e 
following figures from the Depart- 
ment of agriculture Plant disease 
survey estimates, Mr. Thiel baid. 
In 1916, before the barberry eradi- 
cation campaign began, stem rust 
destroyed, approximately 
6 ^ per 


cent of the wheat crop in Minne- 
sota. 
In 1918 the barberry cam- 
paign was started. 
Stem rust de- 


stroved about 20 per cent of the 
crop the next year; in 1920, 30 per 
cent; in 1923, 15 per cent; and m 
1925. about 12 per cent. 
Progret* In Nebraska. 


During the 
eight 
years 
from 


1318-1925, inclusive, 95.-516 common 
barberry bushes, and 11.873 seed- 
lings were found and destroyed on 
3,935 properties in Nebraska, Mr. 
Thiel said. About one-third of these 
were found on farms. Every city, 
town and village of the state has 
been surveyed for 
the common 
barberry, and a farm-to-farm sur- 
vey has also been made over the 
entire state. A check survey is be- 
ing made in forty-six of the east- 
ern counties where the barberries 
were most numerous. About thirty- 
two counties remain to be surveyed.

Stock Prospects 


In Western Part 
Of Nebraska Good 


Spring range prospects in west- 


ern Nebraska are. good, the state 
and federal division of agricultural 
statistics declared in its March re- 
port, made public here. 


The calf crop promises 
to 
be 


above average, and cattle came 
through the winter in good shape. 
Hay and feed are ample to carry 
cattle to grass, the division said 
Losses are light. 
Similar conditions were reported 


for western South Dakota where a 
late winter moisture helped the 
early 
grass. 
More 
moisture is 


needed there. 
"Live stock and 
ranges in the 
west are reported in -very good con- 
dition," division officials said, "cat- 
tle and sheep having come through 
the winter im better than usual 
shape, with promising spring range 
prospects. 
"Early March weather conditions 
were very favorable to grass and 
weeds on the ranges, which ac- 
quired a very good start, but storms 
at the close of the month delayed 
growth, but provided much mois- 
ture. 
Cattle vare generally in very 
good condition. Llosses have been 


light and a good calf crop is ex- 
pected except In a few places 
in 
south western states where dry con- 
ditions last year will result in 
u 


short calf crop. 
"Sheep on western ranges came 
through the winter 
In excellent 
shape and very -light losses are 
reported. Early lambing has re- 
sulted in a good lamb crop 
and 
prospects for late lambing are most 
favorable. Demand for stock sheep 
has slackened and lamb contracting 
for fall delivery has been very light. 
"The condition of sheep Is re- 
ported at 98 per cent normal, com- 
pared with 97 per cent for February. 
For western Nebraska 
the range 


condition was reported as 89 per 
cent of normal on April 1 as com- 
pared with 86 per cent on March 1, 
and 88 per cent a year ago April 1. 
The condition of .cattle Is given as 
91 per cent, the same as on March 
1, and on April i, 1925."
